Question: Wayne Plunkett asked at the WIFDA Cenvention why his Channel Masters tunable 


trap had a stated 5 db loss.

Answer: They all should be this easy. Fact is, a gremlin got inte the spec sheet, and 
the stated loss should have been 0.5 db! 


Wayne, of caurse, was referring to the model 7008 low band TV and FM tunable trap or the 
7009 tunable high-band trap, I don't recall which. Electrically, a 5 db loss would be 
horrible, almost unuseable for weak trops. 


CHANNEL MASTER VS JERROLD TUNEABLE TRAPS 


Several letters and conversations at publication time have centered on the Channel Master 
(cu) traps mentioned above. Several members have them. However, the no longer made 
Jerrold Trap Eases have popped up on a few distributer shelves throughout the US or at 
store close-outs, as repnrted by Dxers. If you have access to the Jerrolds, you might 
consider them a better buy. I'll list the differences. I do not have a Channel Masters 
@ trap, but have played with them and gathered enough data to comment briefly on their use. 


I use two LB Jerrolds and one HB. 


Range ~ : pare ; 

Both cover the range specified. The 7008 covers LB TV and FM. The 7009 covers HB TV. 
However, the LB Jerrold is designed for only IB TV, but mine attenuates to about 104 mzh 
in the FM band... High band Jerrold, of course, covers TV ch 7-13. 


Attenuatirn- 
The CM's attenuate much more, but must be tuned very accurately with test equipment to 


achieve this. Without test equipment, about 20 to 25 db (10 to 15 times) attenuation 
seems practical. With the Jerrolds, attenuation is ahout 20 to 25 db also. 


Insertion Loss- 
While I have not tested accurately the loss ef the Jerrolds, it seems to be about 0.5 db 
also (about 5% of voltage). In fact, I get about 15% loss of signal going through all 


three Jerrolds in series, so for weak weak VHF trops I disconnect then, along with my 
| UHF converter. 


Base of Tuning- 


, Rapid with fine and course controls for the Jerrold, slow and tricky with the CM. Once 
{ tuned, both seem to "hola" (stay tuned). 
,  Hotch- 
The notch, or so called bandwidth (BW) of the trapped frequency, is about the same for 
both if the CM is not "test equipment" tuned. Naturally, if tuned for full 40 or 50 db 
, attenuation, BW of CM is quite narrow. However, neither are really effective for Fl 
\ because they cannot attemate on an adjacent channel fully without attenuating the channel

Since I had the Jerrolds (obtained them for $10 each years ago), the CM types were not 

purchased, although I did give them some consideration because of possible use for FM, 

Dkers who have both state that the Jerrold was a little better buy, particularly because 

of much lower cost. The slightly greater attenuation of the CM wasn't worth the added 

cost, they claimed. ; egy ae OE Ey eka ae ; 


For DXers in the shadows of many big~city transmitters, traps are a must for serious 
DXing. Of five places I've DXed from in ny life (if only briefly), I really long for 
the Joliet, Illinois site where I was a whopping 20 miles from the near Chicago locals. 
That was like out in the wilderness compared to my other sites since E skip and trops 
were quite easy to receive over the locals. Even there, of course, traps were most 
useful. ; eed

Hi! .I've recently joined WIFDA and am quite pleased at what I've seen of the 
bulletfns so far, I only understand about half the stuff in them--but I'm 
trying, hit I would eagerly accept any help on FM/TV DX. I'm 16, a junior, and 
have, been a BCB DXer for 6 years and an FM/TV enthustast for 5. I have not kept 
gn-accurate log in FM to the degree I did in BCBeeso my totals are rather hazy. 
About 140 stations from 24 states-on FM. I hope to get a WIFDA log soon. Does 
it .inelude FM? Anyway, I've recently become interested due to a new system 
here. _ In October I put up an Allied Colorset 60, rotor, shielded lead, Finco 65=1 
booster and a BI U-2 UHF pre-amp with open wire, fed to my RCA 19"er. The only 
real drawbacks are the facts that the mast is only about 10' off the roof (25' ag) 
and it: looks straight into a tall thick pine tree.
